Copies of this letter will, of course, gO to all individuals who are fully 
aware of this particular situation. TI am not requesting, but as a free 
citizen ina Democracy, demanding the information that is due m= under 

my constitutional rights. Full disclosure ana information will be required 
in twenty-one days after receipt of this letter. If I am not fully satis- 
fied by the appropriate reply by that time, I will commence immediate 
action.
